The deposit is a cDNA inscn cloned into a pBluescript SK(-) vector, which wUl confer 
an^iciUin resistance upon transformation. It is stored as piasmid DNA in water and should 
be maintained at -SO^C To lest viability, the plasnud DNA must be transfomied into an 
Exoli strain such as Stratagene XL-i Blue and spread on LB plates containing 100 (igAnl 
ampicillin foUowed by overnight growth at 37**C. Oligonucleotide primers specific for the 
insert DNA sequence can be synthesized and used in a PCR amplificadon containing the 
dq>osited piasmid as template.
